Hi Liz- 


Ok, here's the scoop. The ADA for my Holyoke case told me "The defendant definitely wants a trial in this case - 
though on Monday 1 will ask defense counsel if he will stipulate to cert since issue in my case is ownership." However, 
the defense said they will not stipulate. I'm waiting to hear back about whether this case is at the top of the list or 
not, and the ADA also told me that "if it goes to trial we will take you out of order and get you out quickly." Holyoke is 
normally really quick, so I believe that i would have time to testify there and then get up to Orange for you (I think it 
would be about an hour drive). Worst case scenario is that I wouldn't get there until after lunch started, and hopefully 
i could testify shortly after court was back in session. Depending on whether the Holyoke case goes to trial tomorrow 
(depending on where it is on the list), the ADA might have me on call, and in that case I would be able to head straight 
to Orange if I'm not needed in Holyoke. Does this work for you?
